An ACT for the more general promulgation of the laws 
of the United States. 

Sec. i. E it enabled by the Senate and Houfe of Reprefentatives of the United 
-13 States of America , in Congrefs ajfembled , That, for the more general 
promulgation of the laws of the United States, the Secretary for the depart¬ 
ment of State fhall, after the end of the next feffion of Congrefs, caufe to be 
printed and collated at the public expenfe, a compleat edition of the laws of 
the United States, comprifing the conftitution of the United States, the pub¬ 
lic a£ts then in force, and the treaties, together with an index to the fame. 


Sec. 2. And be it further enabled , That four thoufand five hundred copies 
of the faid edition fhall be divided by the faid Secretary, among the refpettive 
ftates, and the territories northwefl and fouth of the river Ohio, according to 
the rule for apportioning reprefentatives; and that the proportion of each (tate 
or territory fhall be tranfmitted by the faid Secretary to the governor or fu- 
preme executive magiftrate thereof, to be depofited in fuch fixed and conve¬ 
nient place in each county, or other fubordinate civil divifion of fuch ftate, 
or territory, as the executive or legiflature thereof fhall deem molt conducive 
to the general information of the people : and that five hundred copies of the 
faid edition be referved for the future difpofition of Congrefs. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted , That the aflis paffed at each fucceeding 
feffion of Congrefs, including future treaties, fhall be printed and diltributed, 
in like manner and proportion.

making provifion for the purpofes of trade with 
the Indians . 


B E it enabled by the Senate and Houfe of Reprefentatives of the United States 
of America , in Congrefs ajfembled , That a fum, not exceeding fifry thou¬ 
fand dollars be appropriated to the purchafe of goods for lupplying the In¬ 
dians within the limits of the United States, for the year one rhouland feven 
hundred and ninety-five ; and that the fale of fuch goods be made under the 
direction of the Prefident of the United Stares.
